Gemini 9 Delayed 
When Satellite 
Fails to Orbit

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


—The launching of the Gemini 
9 astronauts on a rendezvous 
and space-walk mission was 
postponed today for at least two 
weeks when their Agena target 
satellite failed to achieve orbit. 


An Atlas rocket blazed away 


from Cape Kennedy at 11:15 a.m 
(EOT) to propel the Agena into 
space. But eight minutes later, 
mission director William 
C. 


Schneider reported: 


"We have lost the Agena 


bird. We don't know exactly 
what happened to it. The Gem- 
ini will not fly today." 


Ho then scrubbed the launch 


of Gemini 9 pilots Thomas P. 
Stafford 
and Eugene A. Cer- 


nan, who were to have spent 
three days in space practicing 
maneuvers essential to Apollo 
man-to-the-moon trips. 


For Stafford, it was the sec- 


ond similar disappointment. He 
and Navy Capt. Walter M. 
Schirra Jr. were in the Gemini 
(5 spacecraft last Oct. 25 
and 


had their mission 
postponed 


when their Agena target satel- 
lite exploded six minutes after 
liftoff. 


There was no immediate re- 


action from the astronauts on 
the scrubbing of their space 
flight — one of the most daring 


(and difficult ever attempted. 


During their three days in 


space, they were to have prac- 
ticed several rendezvous and 
docking techniques with 
the 


Agena, attempted space rescue 
missions, fired the Agena en- 
ginps to change orbits, and Cer- 
nan was to have made a record 
2-hour, 25-minute space walk. 


The National Aeronautics and 


Space Administration said Mon- 
day that if the Agena failed to 
achieve orbit, Stafford and Cer- 
nan would have to wait at least 
two weeks until an alternate 
satellite could be placed on the 
launch pad. 


This satellite, called an alter- 


nate target 
docking adaptor 


(ATDA) is not as sophisticated 
as the Agena. It has no propul- 
sion system. It was built after 
the Gemini 6 failure for just 
such an emergency. 


Today the Atlas rocket had 


lifted off 15 minutes late be- 
cause of a fueling problem with 
the Agena, Pressure apparent- 
ly dropped in a nitric acid line 
and the crew was unable to 
load as quickly as planned. 


The Atlas launch appeared to 


be normal as the silvery pro- 
jectile darted out over the At-

Russell Group 
Votes to Take 
Hand in CIA

WASHINGTON (AP) -The 


Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee approved 14 to 5 today a 
resolution to give it a role in 
supervising operations of the 
Central Intelligency Agency. 


The 
committee, 
however, 


amended the proposal in an at- 
tempt to ease its path in 
the 


lace of strong obstacles in 
the 


Senate. 


But that will be only the 


beginning of a long, hard road 
for the resolution which has 
been denounced by Sen. Richard 
B. Russell, D-Ga., chairman of 
the Armed Services subcommit- 
tee responsible f o r overseeing 
the activities of the intelligence 
organization. 


Under the usual procedure, 


the resolution next must go to 
the Senate Rules 
Committee. 


There a majority may bottle it 
up. 


If it ever reaches the Senate, 


it will collide immediately with 
Russell, who captains the Sen- 
ate's inner circle. 


Russell, also head of the 


Armed Services Committee, has 
put his prestige on the line 
against the resolution which is 
supported by Sen. J. W. Ful- 
bright, D-Ark., chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 


Russell told the Senate Mon- 


day "There is no justification 
whatever for any committee to 
muscle in on the jurisdiction of 
the Armed Services Committee 
so far as the CIA is concerned." 


[At stake in the current contro- 
versy is the issue of whether the 
(3A has overstepped the bounds 
oT its intelligence-gathering mis- 
sion to influence foreign policy. 
:Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy, D- 
Minn., sponsor of the resolution, 
says it has. Russell called that 
contention "sheer poppycock." 
- "There is simply not a scintil- 
la of truth in such a charge," 
Russell said, "and not a single 
concrete case can be provided 
where it has done so." 
;The CIA, which Russell says 
Iras t o stand mute when it is 
assailed because of the peculiar 
nature of its assignment, does 
not want any additional sena- 
tors soaking up its secrets. 
-Sen. Frank J. Lausche, D- 
Ohio, touched on that point 
when he told the Senate Monday 
the watchdog group was distin- 
guished by its infrequency of 
leaks while the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee has become a 
sieve of information. 


Russell said public criticsim 


of the CIA's operations and 
news leaks might cause the 
agency's informants around the 
world to "close up like clams 
Or worse than that, to lose their 
lives."

crew. 


"I couldn't stand to sit in the 


grandstand," 
Henderson said. 


"I want to know what's going 
on." 


Henderson admits, however, 


lhat he is primarily a water boy 
in the pit. 


"Mostly I try to stay out of 


the way." 


The musician's interest is 


genuine, however. He was an 
assistant driver on the Mer- 
cedes team on the Grand Prix 
circuit for several years and 
toured the major sports car 
tracks in the United States until 
eight years ago.

WASHINGTON (AP) - At 


this point the politicians are 
rummaging in a bag of unfin- 
ished business for talking points 
in t h i s year's congressional 
elections. 


What they are talking about 


as issues now may look differ- 
ent by election time next No- 
vember. 
President Johnson is betting 


— or hoping — that the record 
of this Democratic-run Congress 
will be his party's chief Induce- 
ment to the voters. 


That's the big point he made 


in a speech Thursday night at a 
Democratic fund-raising dinner. 


Naturally, the outnumbered 


Republicans 
are 
hoping 
for 


something a little more irritat- 
ing to talk about. It's been clear 
for some time what they would 
fasten on, or like to. 


Recently some top Republi- 


cans, like former Vice Prsidnt 
Richard M. Nixon, figured their 
parly can get yardage on two 
big issues: inflation and Viet 
Nam. 


This is a guess since inflation, 


or the danger of it, may have 
retreated into the background 
by November and by then the 
war in Viet Nam may look less 
cloudy and frustrating, or the 
reverse. 


Johnson, the master politi- 


cian, knows as well as Nixon or 
anyone else that by November 
inflation and the 
Vietnamese 


war may plague the Democrats. 
He's not making them issues 
ahead of time. 


Right now he chooses to talk 


about what he sees at the sunny 
side. 


This Congress made a splen- 


did record last year. But this 
year he has run into some diffi- 
culty there and the final record 
tor 19C6 is months away. 


He predicted Thursday night 


lhat "the American people are 
not going to disown the most 
productive Congress ever as- 
sembled." He said: "Together 
we have passed more laws for 
the good of more men, women 
and children than any one Con- 
gress since our nation was 
founded." 


This put him and his Demo- 


crats of 1965-66 ahead of any 
Congress in the presidency of 
his hero, Franklin D. Roosevelt,

Chairman Ray C. Bliss said his 
surveys showed inflation to be a 
"major domestic issue, far be- 
yond other domestic issues jn 
recent years." 


And Nixon chimed in to say 


the war jn Viet Nam is just as 
big an issue "because the Dem- 
ocrats have made it so." 


Johnson knows as well as Nix- 


on and anyone else that by No* 
vember the war in Viet Nam 
may be a plague to the Demo- 
crats. But he's not magnifying it 
ahead of time- 


Instead, he spoke of it in a 


general way, urging Democrats 
to tell voters that "America will 
persevere until peace comes to 
Viet Nam-" 


But when he added—"it is the 


stand the vast majority of

respect"—he 


revealed why he hasn't given 
his critics added national atten- 
tion by making a full-length re- 
pi v «o them.

WASHINGTON (AP) -Nine 


states have now held primaries 
without any indication to date of 
major impact at the polls from 
two chief concerns among vot- 
ers — the war in Viet Nam and 
the rising cost of living. 


Historically, any widespread 


sense of discomfort or dissatis- 
faction has reacted against the 
ins, no matter of which party. 
Yet in the primaries thus far 
the voters have evidenced no 
disposition to turn out incum- 
bent members of Congress who 
were challenged within their 
own parties. 


Nevertheless, political strate- 


gists are holding to their esti- 
mates that what happens in the 
congressional elections next fall 
will be greatly influenced by the 
developments meantime in Viet 
Nam and on the price front. 


In the normal course, the mi- 


nority party picks up seats in 
the House of Representatives in 
an off year election, particular- 
ly when it has lost heavily in the 
presidential year as the Repub- 
licans did in 1964. 


Thus, the GOP will have to 


gain a substantial number of 
House seats in order to claim a 
success in this year's cam- 
paigning. 


Picking any number as the 


break even point between suc- 
cess and failure could bring ar- 
guments on both sides. 


But Chairman John M. Bailey 


told the Democratic National 
Committee earlier this year that 
historically the party in power 
loses 37 seats in the House in an 
off year election. He reminded 
that the Democrats lost 77 seats 
in 1940, two years after a land- 
slide victory by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt 
in the presidential 


election. 


Senate Republican leader Ev- 


erett M. Dirksen has been talk- 
ing of a possible GOP pick-up of 
50 seats. 


Holding 140 seats now, the 


Republicans would have to gain 
78 in order to take control of the 
435-member House. 


Of the nine states which have 


held primaries, six have elec- 
tions this year for the Senate 
but in only two were incumbent 
senators opposed in the pri- 
mary. Democratic Sens. John J. 
Sparkman of Alabama and Fred 
R. Harris of Oklahoma breezed 
to renomination in primaries. 


Democratic Sens. Clinton P. 


Anderson of New Mexico and 
Jennings Randolph of West Vir- 
ginia had no party opposition. 
Neither did Republican Sens. 
Carl T. Curtis of Nebraska arid 
John G. Tower of Texas. 


Republicans will pick an op- 


ponent to Sparkman at a state 
party convention July 29. Re- 
publicans Don Kinkaid and Pat 
Patterson are in a runoff pri- 
mary, to be held May 24. for the 
nominatoin against Harris. 


Anderson is opposed by An- 


derson Carter and Randolph by 
Francis J. Love, who was a 
member of Congress 20 years 
ago. 


Democratic Gov. Frank B. 


Morrison 
is running against 


Curtis in Nebraska.
